ation, particularly at lower HF frequencies. In 
addition, if the D layer is not well charged, it re- 
combines quickly because of the relatively high 
molecular density of the atmosphere (the D lay- 
er is closest to Earth’s surface). The result of 
these effects is that, particularly near sunset, 
the F layers are still well charged while the D 
layer is rapidly dissipating. The conditions cre- 
ated by this situation allow for good ionospheric 
refraction (bending of HF electromagnetic ener- 
gy) with minimal attenuation. This is why we 
see enhanced propagation around the vernal 
and the autumnal equinoxes. It is also why the 
two major contest seasons are centered on 
these periods. Whether you're into contesting, 
DX-ing, or just rag chewing, it’s a great time to 
check out what’s going on below 30 MHz.
